Motion passes 4-0 on Monday

The Grayling City Council took swift 
action Monday to terminate City Manager 
David A. Thayer. 

After about 20 minutes of taking public 
input and deliberations, the Grayling City 
Council unanimously voted to part ways 
with Thayer as the community's city man- 
ager, 

Thayer was hired to serve as Grayling’s 
City Manager on Oct. 20, 2006. He was 
placed on administrative leave on Feb. 11 
after he was arrested for allegedly violating 
the state's Social Security Privacy Act 24 
times. He is accused of giving Michigan 
Department of Treasury tax forms, which 
contained the Social Security numbers of 
other people, to former Grayling City 
Council Member Dec Maybury. 

About 30 people attended Monday’s 
meeting, both giving pro and con views of 
Thayer’s performance in the community. 

Grayling resident, business owner and 
former City Council Member Roger 
Moshier said he had agreements and dis- 
agreements with Thayer during his tenure 
on the council. He added that Thayer devel- 
oped a good policy for city employee’s han- 
dling Social Securtly numbers, but his main 
fault was never acknowledging mistakes. 

“There is nO way around it - he is at 
fault,” Moshier said. 

Kay Avery pleaded with the council to 
reinstate Thayer, so he could return to his 
job with the “community's best interest at 
heart.” 

“Being a cily manager requires you to 
make tough decisions and sometimes you 
have to have a tough attitude and David

Thayer has always been con- 
tribulive, energetic and inter- 
ested in issucs involving the 
county panels. He said 
Thayer helped decrease the 
lease for the Grayling Senior 
Center, added assisted living 
to the city’s master plan and 
helped obtain input from 
governmental officials for 
the county's master plan. 

“Being accused of a 
breach in public trust is a 
pretty serious charge for an 
elected official or even an 
appointed official and needs 
to be dealt with in a proper 
manner.” Mahank — said.“Tt 
would seem to me that the 
city needs to wait until Mr. 
Thayer has his day in court.” 

After taking the public 
inpul, Grayling City Council 
Member Karl DeVries made 


the motion to terminate 
Thayer’s contract. The 
motion was seconded: by 
Grayling City Council 
Member Dennis Robinson. 
Robinson was appointed to 
fill a vacancy on the city 
council on April 26. The vote 
was 4-to-0. Grayling City 
Council Member Kim 
McClain did not attend the 
meeting. 

DeVries, a retired 
Grayling City Police Officer, 
said Thayer has done some 
good things for the city, but 
did not think the community 
can move ahead in the cur- 
rent environment. 

“T don’t think it would 
behoove Mr. Thayer or us as 
the council to try to work 
together because | think we 
would be butting heads right 
along,’ DeVries said. 

Mayor Pro Tem Larry 
Akers said he typically is not 
swayed by smal! groups on 
an issue, but believed too 
much damage has been done 
to place Thayer back at the 
helm of the city. 

“T continue to support Mr. 
Thayer,” Akers said. “I think 
he has done a lot of good for 
the community.” 

Akers said Grayling City 
Police Chief Doug Baum, 
who is serving as the acting 
city manager, needs to return 
to running the police depart- 
ment and the city needs for 
find a new manager. 

Thayer was given a 30-day 
notice of his termination, He 
will remain on the city’s pay- 
roll for the next month. He 
will then be given payment 
for 180 days, roughly six 
months of his salary, in one 
lump sum payment. He will 


also receive health and life 
insurance during that same 
period. Thayer’s annual 
salary is $72,000. 

Thayer thanked the citi- 
zens, staff and some council 
menibers for allowing him to 
serve the community. 

He noted the I-75 Business 
Loop reconstruction project 
and = Michigan Avenue 
Streetscape project as two 
the top projects he spear- 
headed for the community. 

“Tam proud of the record 
of accomplishments we've 
made in the Jast three and a 
half years,” Thayer said. 

Thayer said he was hired 
by former city leaders to 
address issues with the city’s 
police department. He said 
the results of those actions 
prompted a slate of candi- 
dates to run for city council 
last November to oust him 
from his position. 

“There's really no surpris- 
es, he said. “This right here 
is what the election results 
called for.” 

Thayer hoped the current 
council could have waded 
through the facts and they 
could have moved forward 
together. Instead, citizens 
became more outraged when 
the city council gave him a 
raise and a vote of conh- 
dence in January. 

Thayer also faces a charge 
for public officers-making 
false statements relating to 
finances. He was arrested on 
that charge on March 25. 

Current Grayling City 
Attorney Mike Edwards said 
a warrant was issued for 
Thayer's arrest for devoting 
city resources and time to

Unfortunately, this cur- 
rent war without borders 
may seem unending, and an 
explosive-rigged van in 
Manhattan or a bomb rav- 
aged airplane fanding in

Growth, states this company 
was formed in July of 2009, 
10 months ago. Its Resident 
Agent is Merl A. Sanch. 

It appears this is the same 
Mr. Sanch that was working 
with Mr. Thayer in 2007 to 
bring a Wood Pellet compa- 
ny to Grayling. The plant 
was never built but two 
2007 newspaper articles 
describe the project. The 
Traverse City Record Eagle 
of April 23, 2007 details 
how the “Cascade Pellet 
Corp” in Ypsilanti intends 
to build a $45 miffion doflar 
wood pellet factory on 55 
acres in the Grayling 
Industrial Park. 
Construction was to begin 
in the fall of 2007. The pres- 
ident of the company fs 
Chuck Sanch. Gaylord was 
their first choice, with inten- 
tions to buy the Georgia 
Pacific plant) vacated in 
March of 2006. Mr. Sanch 
stated that “their offer (to 
Georgia Pacific) was at an 
acceptable level and we 
even increased it when we 
didn't hear back.” A subse- 
quent article in the Gaylord 
Herald Times of May 2, 
2007 reports substantially 
the same thing but quotes a 
G-P spokesperson saying 
the company had spoken 
with Cascade and, contrary

responded to Cascade's 
offer. “We were not able to 
complete a deal and had 
spoke to them in late sum- 
mer.” 

“Cascade Pellet 
Corporation” ts not listed on 
the Michigan.gov website, 
however there 1s a “Cascade 
Management and 
Development Company 
LLC” in Brighton, Mich., 
whose Resident Agent is 
Merl Chuck Sanch. This 
company was formed in 
2005 and last filed an annu- 
al report in 2007, the year 
they were to have built the 
$45 million plant in 
Grayling. As of 2008 the 
company was shown as 
active, but not in good 
standing with the state. 

Not only did the project 
in Grayling die, the compa- 
ny itself seems to have dis- 
appeared. Now Mr. Sanch 
is operating in Ada, Mich, 


under a new company 
name, Cascade Wood 
Products, LLC.

Crossroads Real Estate in

J was told by 
the owner of Crossroads 
Real Estate that Mr. Sanch 
only worked there on that 
project and when they were 
not able to obtain funding, 
the project died and Mr.

Press reports Chuck Sanch 
as the Chairman — of 
Michigan Pulp and Paper 
Corporation is proposing a 
$1.2 Billion (yes “B”) Pulp 
Mill to Alpena, Mich. Has 
anyone seen that $1.2. bil- 
lion plant? Not quite, the 
State of Michigan shows 
that the last annual report 
filed by Michigan Pulp and 
Paper Corporation (M. 
Chuck Sanch, Resident 
Agent) was in 1992 and the 
company was automatically 
dissolved in 1995. The pro- 
ject failed along with the 
company promoting tt. 

Mr. Sanch does not 
appear to have a successful 
history of accomplishing 
what he promotes. He does 
not appear to own any wood 
processing plant. THis pro- 
posals involve funding from 
sources other than himself, 
funding which he seems 
unable to obtain. [s Mr. 
Sanch proposing to build a 
plant in Grayling or is Mr. 
Sanch looking for Grayling 
and other “investors” to 
build him a plant? 

[s there any record in the 
city of negotiations between 
Mr. Sanch and Mr. Thayer? 
What kind of a deal was 
there between these two 
individuals and why was no 
one else in the city advised 
of what was going on? The 
situation is dubious enough 
to question Mr. Sanch’s pro- 
posal. Perhaps he should 
make his presentation to the 
entire city council where it 
can be fully evaluated by all 
cily officials.
